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Church Development In South Discussed 
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A meeting of great importance to 
the future of the Southeast Conference 
and the Southern Conference was held 
at the Towne House Motor Lodge in 
Greensboro, N. C, June 1-3. 

This meeting was called by the Rev. 
Dr. Purd E. Deitz, General Secretary 
of the Division of Church Extension of 
the United Church Board for Home- 
land Ministries. Its purpose was to ex- 
plore and make plans for progress in 
developing all phases of the life and 
work of the two conferences of the 
United Church which cover the south- 
ern states. 

Nine representatives from the staff 
of the United Church Boards and In- 
strumentalities were at Greensboro to 
help in the study and analysis of our 
problems in this area. They were: 

Rev. Purd E. Deitz, Division of 
Church Extension; Rev. Percel O. Al- 
ston, Division of Christian Education; 
Rev. Edward M. Brown, Dept. of Race 
Relations & Youth Work; Rev. John 
C. DeoBer, Dept. of the Urban Church; 
Rev. Karlton C. Johnson, Stewardship 
Council; Mrs. F. C. (Emily) Lester, 
Council for Lay Life and Work; Rev. 
George Nishimoto, Council for Church 
and Ministry; Rev. Horace S. Sills, 
Dept. of Town and Country; Rev. Ha- 
rold K. Schulz, Council for Christian 
Social Action. 

Those invited to represent the South- 
east Conference, and who attended, 
were: Rev. Dr. William J. Andes, 
Conference Minister - Superintendent- 
Elect; Rev. Frederick A. Meyer, Mod- 
erator of the Southeast Conference; 
Mrs. Edward M. Brown, Chairman of 
the Commission on Lay Life and Work 
of the Southeast Conference; Rev. and 
Mrs. Arnold Slater, Tennessee-Ken- 
tucky Association (Mr. Slater also 
serves on the Executive Council of the 
United Church); Rev. Dr. Jesse H. 
Dollar, Pastor-at-Large of the East 
Alabama Association. 

The Southern Conference was repre- 
sented by an equal number of ministers 
and lay leaders, including the Rev. Dr. 



James H. Lightbourne, Jr., formerly 
Superintendent of our Conference, now 
serving the Southern Conference. 

The discussion over the three day 
period covered such subjects as our 
needs in Christian education, the prob- 
lems of our smaller and weaker 
churches, the development of more 
ministerial leadership, including rais- 
ing the standards of ministerial pre- 
paration, and the possibilities for 
growth and development through the 
founding of new churches, especially 
in the areas of metropolitan growth. 

Among the suggestions made and 
discussed for the development of our 
church life in the two conferences 
were: 

1. Consultations with local churches 
which have problems. 

2. Securing a Field Worker to visit 
churches (especially in Christian Ed- 
ucation). 

3. Developing a conference center, 
for camping, institutes, and year-round 
activities for churches and groups of 
churches. 

4. Planning a strategy for new church 
development. 

5. Establishing a clear public image 
of the United Church of Christ, so that 
the general public will understand our 
church and what it stands for. 

6. Communication for Unity of Plan- 
ning between the Southeast Conference 
and the Southern Conference. 

7. Development of Leadership Edu- 
cation and Lay Education. 

During the discussion of these and 
other problems, our conference repre- 
sentatives emphasized the need of in- 
creased financial support for their 
work from the boards and agencies. 
Out of this emphasis two specific re- 
quests are made from the Southeast 
Conference. It is hoped that the South- 
east Conference may be able to estab- 
lish a staff of three people to carry 
forward our work. In addition to our 
Minister and Superintendent, Dr. An- 
des, we are hoping to have a staff 
member in Christian Education and

On Around-The-World Tour 



The Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Fletcher 
Cummings Lester, High Point, N. C, 
will fly from Greenbsro on June 8 on 
a round-the-world tour on behalf of 
the United Church of Christ. 

Dr. Lester, a minister of the United 
Church of Christ, has recently com- 
pleted many years of pastoral service 
which began when he was still a stu- 
dent at Elon College, Elon. Mrs. Lester 
is a member of the denomination's na- 
tional staff, serving as Southern Area 
Secretary of its Council for Lay Life 
and Work. 

Dr. and Mrs. Lester have been of- 
ficially named for this tour as "Mis- 
sioned of the United Church Board 
for World Ministries," overseas agency 
of the United Church of Christ. As 
"missioners" they will make an inten- 
sive study of the work of the church 
abroad. Their longest stop will be in 
Japan where they will meet their 
daughter, Elizabeth, who has been in 
Kobe for three years, teaching Eng- 
lish at Kobe College. 

After a month in Japan, Dr. and Mrs. 
Lester will fly westward to Okinawa, 
Taiwan, Hong Kong, the Philippines, 
Thailand, India, Iran, Lebanon, Jor- 
dan, Turkey, Greece, in every country 
visiting work of the United Church of 
Christ, which in most places is carried 
on cooperatively with other denomi- 
nations. In Europe they will make 
stops in Rome, Naples, Geneva, Berlin, 
Paris and London. They will return to 
Greensboro on September 29. 

Born in Rockingham County, N. C, 
Dr. Lester attended preparatory school 
and college at Elon, graduating in the 
class of 1918. Since receiving his B. D. 
from Yale Divinity School in 1924, Dr. 
Lester has served churches in Franklin, 
Waverly and Norfolk, Va., and in Ashe- 
boro and High Point, N. C, and also 
was the first superintendent of the 
Southern Convention (1938-1946) and 
editor of its weekly news magazine, 
The Christian Sun, for 12 years. He 
received the D. D. degree from De- 
fiance College, Ohio. 

Mrs. Lester, who is on sabbatical 
leave, is a native of New Smyrna, Fla. 
She is a graduate of Florida State Col- 
lege, Tallahassee, and taught in the 
Winter Park (Florida) High School for 
five years preceding her marriage. For 
a number of years she served as writ- 
er of lay activities for the United 
Church Herald, official magazine of the 



denomination, and had a regular col- 
umn in The Christian Sun. 

The Lester's second daughter, Dor- 
othy, will graduate from Vassar in 
June and their son, Harry, is a student 
at Rollins College, class of 1967. Both 
will accompany their parents on their 
trip as far as Japan. 

On his return Dr. Lester will inter- 
pret the overseas work of the United 
Church of Christ to congregations in 
various parts of the country, but par- 
ticularly in the South. He will speak 
under the auspices of the denomina- 
tion's Stewardship Council and in co- 
operation with state conferences. Mrs. 
Lester will return to her work with 
the Council for Lay Life and Work. 

The United Church Board for World 
Ministries has an overseas staff of 
more than 450 missionaries serving as 
teachers, doctors, nurses, agricultural 
experts, social service workers and or- 
dained ministers in churches in more 
than thirty countries. They work with 
nationals of these countries in hospi- 
tals, clinics, social service centers, lo- 
cal congregations, and in educational 
institutions ranging from kindergar- 
tens through universities, nurses' train- 
ing and medical schools, home econo- 
mics and agricultural institutes, and 
theological seminaries. 

Mrs. Lester, or "Emily", as she is 
affectionately known in the area of 
the Southeast Conference, carries with 
her on her world-wide trip our pray- 
ers and well wishes for a safe and won- 
derfully satisfying journey, and a 
home-coming safe and filled with many 
happy memories. We eagerly anticipate 
her narrating her trip when she re- 
turns to our area this fall.

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Chaplain Of Talladega

Curtain Countries 

The Rev. Everett W. MacNair, a 
minister of the United Church of Christ 
with standing in the Southeast Con- 
ference, will leave from New York on 
June 30 for a tour of West and East 
Berlin, Czechoslavkia, Poland, Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Rumania, 
the USSR (Soviet Union), Finland, 
Sweden, and Norway. Mrs. MacNair 
will accompany her husbond on this 
tour. The MacNairs will return to the 
United States on August 11. 

While abroad they will visit the prin- 
cipal cities of The Prague, Warsaw, 
Budapest, Belgrade, Sofia, Bucharest, 
Kiev, Moscow, Leningrad, Helsinki, 
Stockholm, Bergen, Oslo, and East Ber- 
lin. 

Dr. MacNair is Dean of Chapel at 
Talladega College, Talladega, Ala., and 
also teaches Religion and Philosophy 
at the college. He was a Congregation- 
al parish minister for thirty years in 
Niagara Falls and White Plains, N. Y., 
in Lakewood, Cleveland, Ohio, and also 
at Plymouth Church, Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin. The last two were city church- 
es with staff and seven-day-a-week 
programs. Special interests were Adult 
Religious Education, Social Action, 
World Peace and Youth Work. 

In Ohio Dr. MacNair was state chair- 
man of the War Victims and Recon- 
struction Fund, Congregational; in 
Wisconsin, a member of the National 
Council for Christian Social Action. 
Since coming to Alabama he has spok- 
en for the Stewardship Council in Il- 
linois, Indiana, and Cleveland, Ohio, 
area, Western Connecticut, and at a 
number of colleges both in the North 
and the South.
